They turned out in a large number at 
Cta'lipolis. 
At Toledo three-fourths of 


the female vote was polled by 9 o'clock. 
Women were at every precinct with tea 
and ginger cakea. Twelve hundred 
women voted at 
Youngstown. 
At 


Wooster invalid ladif and servant girls 
were hauled to tho polls in carriages, 
and the same tactics were employed at 
Akron. At Dayton 2000 women voted 
before noon, being largely republicans. 
They were not overly active f ither at 
Springfield or Hamilton 
There was 


no special political significance in the 
vote cast.

that we re employ them, or if we can 
not re employ them, tint we 'at least 
remove the ban which prevent! their 
being employed on otlmr roads' 


"A request coming from gentlemen 


as prominent as yourself, and from citi- 


generally in Fort Wayne, involv- 


ing, as it does, an expression of good 
will on the, part of the citizens toward 
the railroad sompany, and reciprocal 
feeling towards the citi/.ena by the rail- 
road company, would ordinarily meet 
with prompt compliance, so far as the 
conditions of the service would permit. 


'In this instance, we are asked to do 


either of two things—re-employ or re- 
move a ban. The vacancies, created by 
the failure of the men to report within 
the time set by me, were all filled 
months ago. Men with no grie\ ance 
whatever withdrew Irom our service 
and either refused or neglected to re- 
turn to it. The men employed to fill 
their places have proven faith'ul and it 
would be very unjust to them, at this 
late day, to remove them for the sole 
purpose of re-employing thoee who 
proved so recreant to the trust reposed 
in them. 


1 The matter of the re employment of 


these men must be left to thejudgment 
of those who are responsible to the 
public for the safe and economical 
care of the property 
under 
their 


charge. 


"As to the second request, in lieu of 


re employment, that a ban be removed 


"I have only to say. that this com- 


pany has not placed any ban on any 
man ever employed in its service, and 
in no way whatever, has ever black- 
listed any employe. Any man form-
